MOSES  CODDINGTON  —  our  direct  ancestor,  and  father  of  Enoch 
Coddington,  whose  record  of  descendants  follows  herewith,  was  born  in 
Woodbridge,  New  Jersey,  January  16,  1768.  From  authentic  sources  ob¬ 
tained  with  difficulty,  he,  with  his  wife  and  family  of  several  children, 
together  with  his  brother,  William  Coddington,  wife  and  family,  set  out 
from  Woodbridge  about  the  year  1816  or  1817,  in  quest  of  land  and  homes 
in  the  Northwest  Territory,  then  so  known  and  called. 

The  Indian  Wars,  waging  in  that  territory  for  some  years  previous, 
were  over.  Chief  Tecumseh  had  been  killed  and  the  marauding  bands  of 
his  followers,  a  constant  threat  to  the  safety  of  the  settlers,  were  brought 
undr  control.  Before  continuing,  I  want  to  set  it  forth  here,  that  William 
and  Moses  married  sisters,  Moses’  wife  was  named  Amy  Oirtoki.  The  name 
of  the  other  girl  is  not  known. 

After  traveling  together  over  such  roads  as  were  then  available,  none 
graded  or  well  laid  out,  most  were  mere  trails  and  all  small  streams  had 
to  be  forded  and  the  larger  ones  crossed  by  ferries,  with  covered  wagons 
drawn  by  oxen  or  teams  of  horses,  from  Woodbridge,  west  several  hundred 
miles. 
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William  Coddington  took  up  land  in  Wayne  County,  Indiana,  in  1817. 
At  that  time  this  county  embraced  land  that  afterwards  was  divided  into 
Fayette,  Wayne,  Union  and  Franklin  Counties,  as  now  recorded.  Moses 
continued  west  and  located  in  Union  County,  Indiana.  At  this  time  Enoch 
was  a  youth  of  18  or  20,  and  practicaly  grown. 

After  a  vain  search  of  all  the  available  ancient  records  in  the  county 
court  house  of  Union  County,  at  Liberty,  none  being  found  relative  to  Moses 
Coddingto,  whether  a  freeholder  or  tax  payer,  one  must  conclude,  for 
want  of  evidence  to  the  contrary  that  Moses  Coddington  was  a  “squatter" 
and  was  occupying  land  by  right  of  sufferance.  Later,  after  living  on  it 
with  his  parents  for  many  years,  Enoch  Coddington  homesteaded  the  land, 
the  SW14  of  Section  23,  Township  12,  Brownsville,  Range  2,  Union  County, 
Indiana,  getting  a  patent  thereto,  November  10,  1927,  and  signed  by  John 
Q.  Adams,  the  President  of  the  United  States. 

MARTHA  YARYAN:  was  born  in  Tennessee,  August  11.  1$?09,  the 
daughter  of  Frederick  and  Mary  Ann  Niece  Yaryan. 

Her  parents  moved  from  Tennessee  in  1818  and  settled  on  land  in 
Union  County,  Indiana,  not  far  from  the  home  of  Moses  Coddington. 

Enoch  Coddington  and  Martha  Yaryan  were  married  May  22.  182S. 
In  1927,  Enoch  Coddington  received  a  patent  to  the  SWJ4  of  Section  23, 
Township  12,  Brownsville  Township,  Range  2,  Union  County,  Indiana. 

They  immediately  established  their  home  on  the  land  and  it  remained 
in  their  possession  until  it  was  sold  in  1867,  when  they  left  Indiana  and 
moved  to  Illinois.  All  of  their  children  were  born  in  this  home  and  from  it 
several  left  its  friendly  shelter  to  marrv  and  set  up  homes  of  their  own.

Centuries  ago  the  name  was  spelled  in  various  ways.  It  was  not  until 
the  18th  century  that  it  was  firmly  established  as  we  spell  it  with  two  d’s. 
A  few  of  the  variations.  DeCodynton.  Codingtone,  Cobinton.  Cottcndom, 
Codrington  and  Codington. 

In  1682  Jeffry  DeCodynton,  was  a  student  at  Merton  College,  England. 

In  1300,  from  the  Annals  of  Windsor,  Feby.,  17th,  1300,  John  De¬ 
Codynton  paid  the  sum  of  two  ponnds  for  the  boat  passage  of  the  Queen 
of  England  from  Windsor  to  London. 

In  1493,  a  year  after  Columbus  discovered  America,  John  Gordon, 
Gaiwick,  England,  married  Rosa,  daughter  of  Thomas  Codington,  of  Cod¬ 
ington. 

1553,  the  names  of  John  Codvnton  and  William  Codvnton,  are  listed 
in  Hert’s  Genealogy  and  Antiquary. 

A  church  record  of  1350,  Derbyshire,  England,  mentions  the  name  of 
Henry  DeCodyton. 

From  the  Westminster  Abbey,  Francis  Cottington,  younger  son  of 
Philip  Cottington  of  Godmanston  County,  Eng.,  was  created  a  baronet  in 
February  1622.

John  Yaryan  Coddington  owned  a  farm  near  Olive  Hill,  Ind.  His 
hobby  was  fast  horses.  He  owned  a  speedy  stallion.  He  had  a  race  track 
on  his  farm  where  he  trained  his  colts.  For  training  and  developing  his 
colts  he  had  a  high  two  wheel  sulky.  Linnic,  his  stepdaughter,  took  special 
delight  hitching  the  fast  trotting  stallion  to  the  sulky  and  running  it  around 
the  track  urging  it  to  faster  speed,  laughing  gaily  with  her  hair  streaming 
full  length  behind.

During  the  Civil  War,  William  F.  Coddington  was  a  member  of  the 
19th  Indiana  battery  of  field  artillery.  He  was  a  fuse  cutter.  Artillery  shells 
in  those  days  had  fuses  attached  to  explode  them.  They  were  cut  into 
different  lengths,  a  short  one  for  small  distances  and  longer  ones  for  longer 
distances.  Such  persons  had  to  have  excellent  judgment  of  distances.  Cut 
too  short  the  shell  would  explode  too  soon  and  if  too  long  it  would  ex¬ 
plode  beyond  the  target.

James  B.  Coddington  remained  a  bachelor  until  late  in  life.  He  mar¬ 
ried  Ellen  Morgan  and  they  lived  on  a  small  farm  west  of  Liberty,  Ind. 
They  had  no  children.  His  wife  died  fatcr  a  decade  of  marriage.  He  then 
became  an  inmate  of  the  Odd  Fellow’s  Home  at  Grecnsburg.  Indiana. 
Died  and  buried  there.  He  had  belonged  to  that  order  for  40  years.

Enoch  Coddington  must  have  had  a  balanced  mind  coupled  with  good 
judgment.  Notwithstanding  he  was  a  distiller,  made  and  sold  large  quan¬ 
tities  of  whiskey,  he  was  a  teetotaler  of  both  liquor  and  tobacco.  The  five 
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sturdy  sons  he  and  his  wife  reared  used  neither  liquor  nor  tobacco.  This 
at  a  time  when  90  per  cent  of  the  matured  male  population  of  the  country 
used  tobacco  in  some  form  and  the  liquor  jug  sat  on  a  shelf  behind  the 
pantry  door,  accessible  to  anyone  any  time.  I  have  never  seen  a  baldheaded 
Coddington  and  I  have  seen  more  of  them  than  any  other  living  member  of 
the  clan.  At  my  age,  within  90  days  of  my  89th  birthday,  my  hair  is  rea¬ 
sonably  thick  and  not  very  gray.

I  have  been  a  visitor  to  Mt.  Vernon,  the  home  of  George  Washington. 
I  was  thrilled  and  awed.  One’s  patriotism  swelled  within  one  when  visiting 
its  interior  and  noting  the  trophies  of  war  and  peace  he  won.  Strolled  along 
the  walk  through  the  servants  quarters.  To  the  brick  stable  and  saw  the 
massive  stage  coach,  his  family  conveyance.  Stood  with  uncovered  head 
beside  the  tomb  of  himself  and  wife.  Climbed  the  555  foot  Washington 
Monument  stairway  for  the  elevator  was  out  of  commission.

My  wife  and  I  were  married  the  night  of  July  30th,  1891,  in  Ham¬ 
ilton,  Ohio,  where  we  lived.  She  died  in  April  1956  in  her  87th  year.  We  had 
been  married  64  years  and  9  months.  During  the  first  year  of  our  marriage 
we  kept  an  accurate  account  of  all  of  our  expenses  and  the  amount  of 
wages  I  received  ($1  per  day).  The  cost  of  a  few  household  necessities.  Three 
room  house,  $4  per  month.  Lump  coal  delivered  into  the  coal  bin,  S3  per 
ton.  Butter  6c  per  pound.  Eggs  8c  per  dozen,  choice  roundsteak  10c  per 
pound.  False  teeth  $5  per  plate  and  S3  bought  the  finest  shoe.  At  the  year’s 
end  we  were  winners  by  SI  3.1 5,  saving  that  amount  out  of  my  meager 
salary. 


Items  of  Interest 

Homer  Coddington  was  an  enthusiastic  Republican  and  party  booster. 
A  generation  ago  all  the  voting  Coddingtons  were  members  of  that  party 
He  was  prominent  in  party  councils  and  taking  active  parts  in  campaign 
rallies  and  torchlight  parades.  No  such  enthusiasm  exists  in  any  of  the 
present  day  political  parties.  More’s  the  pity.

Emmett  Coddington,  Homer’s  brother,  was  an  expert  croquet  player. 
The  local  champion  player  challenged  him  to  a  match.  He  was  beating 
Emmett  who,  seeing  he  was  being  bested,  removed  his  shoes,  went  in  his 
stocking  feet.  This  so  improved  his  game  that  he  won.

Long  years  ago  when  Enoch  Coddington  was  harvesting  grain  with  the 
old  grain  cradle  several  neighbors  assisted,  they  rested  in  the  shade  of 
a  friendly  tree  and  Enoch  passed  the  remark  that  he  thought  within  a 
few  years  they  would  be  able  to  harvest  grain  with  horses.  One  of  the  help¬ 
ers,  a  Quaker  (some  of  the  very  earliest  settlers  in  Wayne  County  wre 
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Quakers)  who  said  “Enoch,  why  does  thee  say  such  stupid  things,  thee 
knows  w'ell  enough  horses  would  trample  the  grain  and  there  would  be  none 
to  harvest.”

When  William  Coddintgon  returned  from  the  army,  he  was  honorably 
discharged  therefrom,  he  had  lost  his  voice  and  could  speak  only  in  a 
whisper.  Returning  from  work  one  evening  he  frightened  his  wife  by  talking 
loudly  to  her.  He  had  regained  his  voice.

Uncle  John  Coddington  had  an  aneurism  or  tumor,  on  his  left  breast 
extending  to  his  armpit  forming  a  noticeable  lump.  hWile  not  painful  it 
worried  and  annoyed  him.  In  Richmond  lived  an  old  Dutch  charm  doctor 
who  claimed  supernatural  healing  powers.  He  visited  her  frequently  “to 
charm  it  away.”  She'd  rub  her  hand  over  the  lump  mumbling  unintelligible 
words  in  a  Dutch  incantation.  She  refused  to  accept  a  specified  fee  for  the 
treatment  saying  if  she  did  the  charm  would  break,  but  she  accepted  what¬ 
ever  silver  offering  he  gave  her. 

His  folks  wanted  him  to  have  it  removed  by  surgery.  He  refused,  believ¬ 
ing  in  the  old  charlatan’s  charms.  One  day  while  getting  treatment  he  asked 
her  “could  he  have  it  removed  safely  by  surgery?”

Martha  Ellen  Coddington’s  first  husband  was  Thaddcus  Greene.  He 
was  an  artilleryman  in  the  Union  Army  and  saw  active  service  during  the 
four  years  of  its  duration  without  even  a  significant  scratch  or  slight  wound. 

Three  years  after  the  war’s  end,  participating  in  a  patriotic  Fourth  of 
July  celebration  at  Abington.  Indiana,  a  cannon  they,  used  to  fire  blank 
cartridges  of  powder  exploded  and  mangled  Greene’s  hands  so  badly  both 
were  amputated  at  the  wrist.  At  that  time  he  and  Martha  were  engaged  to 
be  married.  On  his  return  from  the  hospital,  he  went  to  her  to  break  the 
engagement  telling  her  because  of  the  accident  he  would  not  hold  her  to 
her  promise.  She  refused  saying  “I  have  given  you  my  pledge  and  I  will 
abide  by  it.”  So  they  were  married  and  within  a  few  years  a  little  daughter, 
I.cona,  came  to  live  with  them. 

Greene  had  artificial  hands  fitted  to  his  wrists.  These  had  small  holes 
in  their  palms.  He  had  special  articles  to  eat  with,  knife,  fork  and  spoon 
with  tangs  on  the  ends,  these  he'd  fit  into  the  holes  in  his  palms  and  thus 
feed  himself.  However  he  needed  assistance  in  dressing.  For  manv  vears

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he  was  a  member  of  the  Odd  Fellows  fraternity  selling  their  literature  and 
books.  He  was  appointed  postmaster  at  Centerville,  Indiana  and  held  that 
position  for  several  years  or  until  his  death  in  1879.  After  Green  s  death  his 
widow  was  appointed  postmistress  at  the  office  and  held  it  until  the  admin¬ 
istration  changed  in  1884. 

She  subsequently  married  Doctor  Amos  Fisher,  a  practicing  physician 
in  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  and  resided  there  until  her  death.

Benjamin  F.  Coddington  at  one  time  owned  and  farmed  the  land  his 
father  patented.  A  portion  of  his  father  in  law’s  farm  and  the  farm  of  his 
grandfather  Frederick  Yaryan.  Enoch’s  farm  remained  in  the  Coddington 

family  for  over  100  years.  »

Frank  Coddington,  Sr.,  when  18  years  old,  was  apprenticed  to  a 
German  blacksmith  to  learn  that  trade.  The  first  six  months  he-rcceived  his 
board  and  $36  in  wages.  This  figured  out  at  $1.50  per  week  of  60  hours 
(10  hours  per  day  for  6  days)  or  IVi  cents  per  hour.  No  coffee  break.  No  36 
hour  week  with  40  hours  pay,  not  time  and  a  half  for  overtime.  He  was 
married  when  still  an  apprentice  though  his  wages  had  been  raised  to  a 

dollar  per  day,  or  10  cents  per  hour.

January  1st,  1957,  Frank  Coddington,  Sr.,  became  a  50  year  Mason. 
He  received  a  50  year  Masonic  emblem  and  a  Certificate  of  Merit  from 
the  Iowa  Grand  Lodge  of  Masons.

During  the  past  15  years  I  have  devoted  a  great  deal  of  my  time  as 
well  as  considerable  expense,  collecting  material  and  data  for  its  com¬ 
position  and  I  am  proud  of  my  achievement,  thus  I  feel  I  am  capable  and 
qualified  to  compile  this  record. 

If  there  are  names  omitted  of  those  who  arc  bonafide  descendants  and 
are  not  listed,  it  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  information  was  not  supplied 
when  requested. 

I  am  mentally  active  yet  at  the  advanced  age  of  89.
